The above Associated Press dispatch 
was read to Mr. Goldsmith over the 
phone last night and he was asked for 
his opinion. He said: 

‘Under the circumstances and in the 
light of the government's attitude in 
the matter, I believe it was the only 
thing to do. It seems to be a mat- 
ter of cutting out all the non-essentials 
for the period of the war. 

“This action of the Southern league 
officials will bring the war closer home 
to us than ever. It would be, in the 
opinion of many, but a losing proposi- 
tion to try to continue in the face of 
increased cost, plus lack of interest. 

“There were many people who 
thought that baseball ought to be cut 


out for the period of the war. This af- 
fected the attendance, not only here, 
but generally. 

“Maybe when we do start up again, 
we'll be able to make a better show- 
ing than we did this season.’

French Wings Seem to Be 
Holding in Noyon-Mont- 
didier Sector, But Germans 
Are Gaining in Center. 

BATTLE IS BLOODIEST 

SINCE THE WAR BEGAN 


Germans Unusually Reck- 
less in Wasting Lives to 
Gain Objectives—Invaders 
Have Penetrated French 
Center at One Point to 
Depth of About Six Miles. 


New York, June 10.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—The Germans in the center of 
their new attack on the front between 
Montdidier and Noyon have gained ad- 
ditional ground against the French, but 
on both the right and left wings they 
are being held. In violent successive 
attacks Monday they captured the vil- 
lages of Mery, Belloy and St. Maure and 
also pressed forward and gained the 
footing in the village of Marquegtise, 
the last named place representing the 
deepest point of penetration since the 
offensive began—between five and six 
miles. 


+PRENCH EXACT -- 
'BLOODY TOLL. 


The French are still exacting a heavy 
toll in lives from the Germans as they 
déliver their attacks in waves, and are 
giving ground only when forced to do 
so under superiority of numbers. No- 
where has the enemy been able to

The battle described by corre- 
spondents as one of the most furious 
that has been fought since the war be- 
gan, with the enemy unusually reck- 
less in wasting life to gain his objec- 
tives. 

The latest official communication 
from the German war office says ad- 
ditional ground has been gained by the 
Germans southwest of Noyon against 
newly brought up French reinforce- 
ments and that the Germans have taken 
about 8,000 prisoners and some guns. 

Near Bussaires, northwest of Chateau 
Thierry, the Americans and French 
again have delivered strong attacks 
against the Germans and taken more 
ground. They also captured a number 
of prisoners and 30 machine guns. On

With the French Army in France, 
June 10.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
Every foot the enemy advances now 
brings him farther into territory which 
is thoroughly well known to the allies 
and prepared for defense. Therefore, 
his task becomes momentarily more dif- 
ficult. | 

The allied staffs are prepared’to meet 
every eventuality and display the most 


perfect confidence in the outcome. 
Fighting in this war probably never‘ 


has been more severe than that going 
on today in the great battle of French 
and German armies between Montidi- 
dier and Noyon. 

The Germans attacking on a ground 
where the entente allies were ready to 
receive the shock have found them- 
selves thrown into a slaughter house 
whence most of them never will make 
an exit. 

When the German infantry began 
coming over in the densest masses they 
encountered immediately an extremely 
hot fire from both machine guns and 
artillery, which mowed them down. 
Ever since, as fresh waves entered the 
conflict, they were subjected to simi- 
lar punishment. 

The German progress must not be 
taken to mean that the German forces 
have overcome the defenders, who in- 
tended from the beginning to retreat 
to the actual line of combat as soon 
as the action developed. 

Determined Nature of Fighting. 

Some idea of the determined nature 
of the fighting may be gathered from 
the struggle on each wing. The vil- 
lage of Courcelles changed hands nu- 
merous times and, when this dispatch 
was sent, it was in the possession of 
the allies. At the other end of the 
line Mont Renaud was still making a 
magnificent defense, and last reports 
showed that Leplemont was yet in al- 
lied hands.

The Germans knew when they opened 
the attack that their task would be dif- 
ficult. Therefore, they sent into the 
fray only chosen divisions, which had 
been specially trained for the assault. 
It ig estimated that they engaged ap- 
proximately 20 divisions on the front 
line for the first shock, while behind 
these, ready to take the place of the 
exhausted divisions, there probably 
were a similar number, perhaps even 
greater. 

Desperate German Assaults. 

Extreme violence was the dominant 
note of the first day and desperate as- 
saults with huge masses of troops 
seem likely to continue at least for 
some days. 

With the concentration of troops 
such as the Germans had been en- 


abled to bring against the point chosen 
for the attack, it with physically im- 
posible for the defenders to resist in 


their advanced positions. 

When the masses of German infantry 
came over entente allied troops spread 
lightly in the forward works fell back 
eoolly, fighting yard by yard, to the 
actual line of resistance. They held 
back the enemy just sufficiently to 
make him show his strength and to 
permit the main body of defenders to 
make the proper disposition to meet 
him. 

Only at one point was the real 
French line forced to recede, and that 
was in the neighborhood of Ressons- 
Sur-Matz. 

After the German infantry had 
started, four hours og the most intense 
fighting had brought them only partly 
across the allied advance zone. They 
were battered thoroughly by the al- 
lied artillery where the target was so 
plain that the enemy’s losses must 
have been fighting with very little to 
compensate him for his sacrifices. 


GERMAN AIM

London, June 10.—The new German 
attack is directed immediately against 
Compeigne as part of the campaign 
against Paris, according to virtually 
unanimous newspaper comment here.

Macon, Ga, June 10.—(Special.)—For 
the second time within a few years the 
Yaryan Rosin and Turpentine compa- 
ny, probably the largest concern of its 
kind in the world, has applied to the 
courts for protection to save the stock- 
holders and creditors from heavy loss. 
A petition in voluntary bankruptcy was 
filed In the United States-district court 
here today by Attorney Max Isaacs, of 
Brunswick, on behalf of the company, 
the petition being signed by Theodore 
Hemmelwan, Jr., president of the com- 
pany. Previous to the reorganization 
‘of the: company several months ago it 
Was known as the Yaryan Naval Stores 
geompany. 

Following the signing of the peti- 
fion today Judge Speer appointed Theo- 
fiore Hemmelwan, Jr., F. D. Aiken and 
games §8S. Brailey receivers, and each 
Wwas required to give bond in the sum 
of $20,000. The receivers were author- 
fed to borrow $100,000 needed to as- 
gist in liquidating. 

To Save Assets. 

Im the schedule accompanying the 
petition of adjudication the assets of 
the corporation are given at $2,402,- 
$11.49 and liabilities at $1,033,980.85. 
The monthly payroll of the company 
is $50,000. The reason for the petition 
fis to save to the creditors the present 
assets. 

The affairs of the company have been 
fm and out of the courts for two and 
a half years. They first secured from 
the United States district court an 
equitable proceeding which tided them 
over what appeared at the time sure 
failure. The affairs of the company 
were arranged so successfully and the 
market became so good that the stock 
of the corporation later reached as 
high as 110. 

War Conditions Responsible. 

War conditions depriving the com- 
pany of markets and the government 
program of taking naval stores off the 
essential list brought the stockholders 
into court today in order to save the 
creditors of the company. 

Set forth in the schedule are debts 
aggregating $1,030,980.85. Of this 
amount $3,200 is for taxes and $9,000 
for wages. The total value of the 
Brunswick plant is placed at $1,010,000 
and the value of the timber holding of 


the Brunswick plant at $140,000. Add- 
ing the values in other plants includ- 
ing the one at Gulfport, Miss., a grand 
total of $2,402,811.49 is scheduled in 
the petition. The liquid and finished 
ce scheduled amounts to $18,- 
11.49.

In this transaction our Company 
was swindled out of $2,500.00. 

In the west last year, on account 
of the early frost and damp season. 
there were many million bushels of 
soft corn; not a peck of this damaged 
corn was Offered on the exchange to 
fill contracts. Whoever heard of the 
tender of heads, tails, feet, jowls, 
chitterlings, to fill a contract for the 
sale of pork? Diseased hogs and cat- 
tle are caught and quarantined 
away from sound stock; embalmed 
beef is no longer allowed; cotton 
furnishes the only instance where low 
grade or damaged stuff can be gath- 
ered together and used as a club to 
whale the life out of the market. 

Middling cotton is standard and 
the price can be easily ascertained 
anywhere. Low grade cotton is not 
standard and the price is nominal. 
changes with every sale and all cot- 
ton people know this. 

Quoting from Corn Schwarz & Co.’s 
(a commission house in New York) 
circular of June Ist: 

“List of differences between grades 
above and below middling existing in 
eleven principal southern markets, 
the average of which governs deliy- 
eries on contracts in this market.” 

In other words, it is the price each 
day of all the grades of cotton in 
these markets which govern the 
quoted price in New York. This cir- 
cular quotes Galveston, Dallas, Hous- 
ton, Little Rock, Memphis, Montgom- 
ery, Augusta, Savannah, Norfolk, 
Boston and New Orleans as giving 
them the market June list for all 
grades of cotton, including 
grades.

To show the absurdity, the circu- 
| tow quotes the price of good ord- 
nary in Boston as 3c below middling; 
good ordinary in New Orleans at 64c 
below middling. the New Orleans 
price being 3%c lower than the 
Boston price for good _ ordinary. 
Good ordinary in Savannah was 3%4c 
below middling; in Augusta, 5c be- 
low middling; in Dallas, 3%c below 
middling; in Galveston, 5%c below 
middling—all absurdities, and every 
member of the New York and New 
Orleans Cotten Exchanges know the 
absolute fraud of it. The spot mar- 
ket for middling cotton that day was 
6c above the exchange market, and 
no wonder. 


There is not a cotton man any- 
where that does not know that the 
cotton delivered us through the ex- 
change, grades given above, as 2c 
below middling is more than 6¢ be- 
low middling. 


Immediately and for several years 
after the Smith-Lever bill, contracts 
in New York and New Orleans 
equalled the price of middling cotton. 
It is only recently that this conspir- 
acy to wholesale defraud the cotton 
public has been consummated. 


Senator Underwood writes me that 
the Smith-Lever bill seems to be suffi- 
cient. If the Smith-Lever bill is suffi- 
cient to protect the cotton interests, 
then this swindle is being perpetrated 
under the espionage of the Secretary 
of Agriculture. 


The Federal Government stands 
for sound money. sound corn, sound 
wheat, sound meat. and is in every 
respect the soundest Government in 
the world, and by ali the rules of 
fair dealing, should see to it that the 
manufacturers of cotton, the sellers 
of cotton, the producers of cotton, 
should be protected from these con- 
spirators.

This ‘arrangement of theirs is en- 
tirely against the second and fifth 
clauses of Section 5 and Section 6 of

Called Loafers 
On Elevated Heels 


Dr. Esther Lovejoy Thinks 
It Is Time for Them to Go 
to Work—She Tells of the 
“Esthers of France.” 


Chicago, June 10,—Germany, balked 
in its efforts to conquer the manhood 
of France, 
the women of the republic through 
motherhood, while the women of the 
United States, unheeding the call of 
their French sisters, are “loafers, go- 
ing about in high-heeled shoes, want- 
ing to be entertained by the story of 
the war,” Dr. Esther Lovejoy declared 
in an address here today. Dr. Love- 
joy, former health commissioner of 
Portland, Oregon, was speaking before 
the Medical Woman's National asso- 
ciation, meeting here simultaneously 
with the American Medical association. 

“The big thing in the United States 
is for the women to replace the men 
in civil occupations in order that our 
full manpower may be sent to the aid 
of the allies,” Dr. Lovejoy said. “There 
is a crying need in the south, for in- 
stance, for harvest hands. This is a 
splendid opportunity for women golf- 
ers and tennis players. 

“We have only to be as good as our 
grandmothers, who made this great 
land for us to loaf in.” 

Speaking of the “Esthers of France,” 
recently returned

zone, declared that 350,000

“THE JUDGE AND THE TIGER. 


_ Rev. J. W. Ham, pastor of the Baptist 
Tabernacle, in his Sunday sermon, charges 
that the manner in which blind tiger whisky 
cases are customarily handled in our courts 
“somes dangerously near aiding and abet- 
ting the business.” 

Mr. Ham cited the daily grist of whisky 
cases in police and county courts to prove 
that there is no lack of diligence on the 
part of arresting officers, but, he said— 


“The officers have become siok and 
disgusted with making arrests. They 
know that somewhere between the ar- 
rest and the final disposition of the case 
there is a very strong probability that 
the case will be settled in private or nol- 

 prossed by the solicitor, or if the case 
comes to trial at some far-off distant 
date many of the witnesses have either 
died or moved beyond the jurisdiction 
of the court, or if the case does actually 
come to trial and a verdict of guilty is 
“rendered the judge will give out a little 
pill of a lecture and place a small fine 
on the culprit, which, in effect, is only a 
cheap license.” 


Indeed, he contends, men can carry on a 
liquor business under the present temporiz- 
ing and fines system, even at greater profit 
than was possible in the old days of high 
license! 

“TI do not charge corruption on the part 
of solicitors and judges,” he said— 

“but I do charge that form of temporiz- 

ing on the part of the court that does 

not abate this nuisance, but comes dan- 
gerously near aiding and abetting the 
business.” 

A few days ago, in sentencing a local 
hotel bellboy to serve a year at hard labor, 
following his conviction of having sold 
whisky to a guest of his employer, an At- 
lanta judge announced that henceforth it 
will be his policy to sentence every bellboy 
brought before him on a similar charge, 
and convicted, to serve a stiff penitentiary 
or jail sentence “without the alternative of 
the privilege of paying a fine.” 

If that very commendable policy can be 
applied in cases involving hotel beliboys 
it certainly can be made to apply as well 
to all classes of prohibition law violators; 


and it should be. All should be treated 


alike; and if all the tigers are given penal 
sentences, with mo chance of buying their 
way out through the fining method, the 
business of clandestinely dispensing whisky 
at enormous monetary profits would mighty 
soon lose its lure. 

The tiger nuisance in Georgia has 
reached a point where no other means will 
stop it. 

And if it is not going to be stopped by 
those with authority to stop it, we might 
better turn around and go back to the old 
high license system, under which the com- 


) munity-at-large would be getting at least a 


part of the proceeds from the liquor traffic 


.—{nstead of the license fees (for that is 


what the fine system means) going to sus- 
tain the iniquitous fee system. 

As matters now stand, nobody gets any 
benefits out of the business, save the tigers 
themselves and the official beneficiaries of 
our obnoxious, archaic, indefensible fee 


Kill that and you at once hit the blind 
tiger in a vital spot.

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forcing the food administration to the re- 


sponsibility for an orgy of drunkenness.” 

Perhaps Mr. Hoover is right, as he has 
been in practically every stand he, as an 
official, has taken since he entered upon his 
present patriotic and uzselfish service. But 
just the same, it is deplorable that, in order 
to’ safeguard against excessive consumption 
of ardent spirits, and “an orgy of drunken- 
ness,” the government must endure a sacri- 
fice, according to Mr. Hoover's figures, of 
4,000,000 bushels of grain that is monthly 
brewed into beer, to say nothing of the 
sugar and calories that go into wine. 

Under existing law manufacture of 
whisky, brandy and gin is forbidden, but 
brewing and the manufacture of wine are 
allowed at the president’s discretion, and the 
president has said that he would not stop 
these activities until the food administration 
advises him that to do so is a necessity. 

In fortifying themselves against a long- 
looming “rainy day” the distillers “stocked 
up” in advance to such an extent that Mr. 
Hoover says there is still “a long supply of 
whisky, gin and other 20 per cent to 40 per 
cent distilled drinks in the country.” And 
his theory is that until that supply is gone, 
or until sale of it is stopped by law, a cur- 
tailment of beer and wine would mean sim- 
ply that the beer and wine drinkers would 
call for the stronger stuff, with the result 
that, not being accustomed to it, it would 
go to their heads and make them drunk! 

He admits that the using of foodstuffs 
for the manufacture of beer and wine is an 
evil, but contends that it is not as great an 
evil as would. be the generalization of strong 
drink consumption which a suspension of 
those two would invite. 

And he says with particular point and 
logic: 

“If the American people want prohi- 
bition it should prohibit by legislation 
to that end, and not force the food ad- 
ministration to the responsibility for an 


orgy of drunkenness. 
ca = * s * . o = 


“The food administration has gone as 
far as it can toward temperance without 
precipitating a worse situation. If the 
American people or congress will stop 
the sale of distilled liquors, the adminis- 
tration will find no difficulty in stopping 
brewing.” 

Thus responsibilty for whatever is to be 
done ts put squarely up to the American 
people, where it belongs; and if they really 
want to save to a worthy cause the 48,000,- 
000 bushels of grain that annually pours 
into the brewery hopper and the vast quan- 
tities of good food fruits that are manufac- 
tured into wine, they should prevail upon 
their state legislatures to vote to ratify the 
pending national prohibition amendment, 
by which the whole nation can—and will— 
be made dry!

Soda Dealer Defines 
His Patriotic Attitude 


Editor Constitution: You quote Mr. Soule 
as classing persons who consume ice cream 
between meals as a “food slacker.” 

Because one or two soft drink dispensers 
are caught hoarding sugar is no reason to 
suspect all the others of a like business are 
guilty, and let us be charitable enonugh to 
give these men whdé are foreigners, and 
claim not to have understood the law, the 
benefit of ignorance of the law, and hold 
the other dealers not guilty until they have 
been proved otherwise. 

I am a druggist who runs a soda dis- 
pensing outfit as a necessary adjunct to the 
business, for it is a well-known fact that 
no drug store outside of cities can make a 
living on the drug business alone. 

We gladly contribute to the Red Cross, 
the Y. M. C. A.,, buy war bonds to the extent 
of our small means, and a Thrift Stamp oc- 
casionally, and I will willingly shut up 
my soda outfit if our government thinks it 
necessary. 

But, so long as I am trying honestly to 
do the clean thing about sugar and its uses 
in connection with my fount, I feel that I 
am doing my full duty, and that this small 
part of my business does not come under 
the “slacker” class. 

The food administrator has ruled that 
makers of ice cream could have all the sugar 
they needed to make ice cream, it being re- 
garded as a food product.

P ositions Secured for 4,332 People; 
Elevator Girls Are Now in Demand 


With the announcement yesterday that 
4,332 people in Atlanta had already been 
provided with places through the agency of 
the federal state employment bureau, whose 
services are given free, the bureau is ex- 
pecting a great increase in usefulness as the 
result of the notice recently given to men 
of draft age that they must secure places in 
essential businesses or prepare to be drafted. 

It was stated at the labor bureau Monday 
that there is great demand now for women 
workers, especially elevator girls. All ele- 
vator men under 31 years of age will soon 
be- in other service or fighting for Uncle 
Sam, and girls must take their places. A 
number of positions are open at the present 
time, and all girls who would like to engage 
in this kind of work are urged to apply 
between 8:30 o’clock this morning and 5 in 
the afternoon. Of course, those who come 
first have the best chance. 


In the 4,332 men who have been given 
jobs ranging from $3,000 per year down, ste- 
nographers, clerical help, bookkeepers, afr- 
chitects, draftsmen, carpenters, machinists 
and day laborers were included. 

Commissioner Hal M. Stanley, in giving 
this information, stated that it should be 
borne in mind that there are five other 
federal state employment offices in this 
state—in Augusta, Macon, Savannah, Colum- 
bus and Rome—and that the number of men 
they have placed in positions would increase 
the Atlanta figures considerably. 

A complete summary of the work of the 
Atlanta office is as follows: One-half of 
June, 79 men placed in positions; February, 
331: March, 627; April, 688; May, 2,607. 

The employment bureau is located at 16 
South Pryor street, and positions are gladly 
gotten without any cost whatever to the 
person to whom it is given.

In Praise of Our 


Secret Service

Of necessity our secret service work is 
carried on in silence and without blare of 
trumpets. The achievements of the depart- 

ment of justice cannot 
be proclaimed from the 
housetops. Everybody 
knows something about 
the crimes committed 
by the German agents. 
These spies, loyal with 


their lips, have in their- 


hearts plotted innumer- 

able crimes against our 

government. They have 

dynamited our factories 

and warehouses; they 

have burned shops and 

planted bombs on 

ships; they have thrown 

trains from the track; 

they have poisoned the 

Dr. Hiltis. horses and mules upon 

the transports en route to France; they have 

fouled the springs of knowledge through 

their hired reporters; with all of the cun- 

ning developed by long practice, they have 

spread their insidious and perilous influ- 

ences into the remotest regions of the land. 

But over against these spies and secret 

agents have stood the United States secret 

service men, and with everything in favor 

of the German plotter, our defenders have 
beaten the German at his own game. 

War was declared against Germany on 
April 6, 1917, One Sunday night two or 
three weeks later a large company of Ger- 
man-Americans belonging to the secret Ger- 
man league met in their accustomed place 
of assembly. There were several hundred 
Germans present, but among tham were 
three secret service men. The German 
lawyer who opened the meeting was very 
bitter. Having made certain that only 
German sympathizers were present, he went 
on to say that the occasion of this w&r 
could be traced to Wall street. Certain rich 
bankers and American plutocrats had loaned 
perhaps a billion dollars to England. Since 
the war was going against England, these 
rich men were afraid that they would lose 
their investment. In their emergency they 
forced war upon congress. The speech was 
clever, specious, cunning, shrewdly calcu- 
lated to stir up passion. And the speech 
was applauded to the echo. The second 
speaker made a no-less skillful appeal to 
the prejudices of the members of the secret 
German-American league. Since the war 
was a money war, originated by Wall street, 
the government could be defeated as to its 
plans only by money. Therefore, every mem- 
ber of the league must make his contribn- 
tion; no one present but nrust give at least 
ten dollars. And, he added, in view of the 
fact that it was Sunday night and that some 
might be without money, and since no checks 
could be accepted, there were several Ger- 
man bankers present, who would be glad to 
advance money to the members who wished 
to make cash contributions. The Germans 
had provided in advance against every pos- 
sible emergency. 

Then came the opportunity for the secret 
service men. The first ome arose and be- 
gan with an apology for a German brogue 
that in reality he was assuming. He spared 
no words in praising the first two speakers. 
‘What a wonderful man was the kaiser! 
What victories Von Hindenburg had achievy- 
ed! The fatherland was standing with back 
against the wall. How wicked a nation 
was France, and Poland! What a black 
heart England had!” He pictured Germany 
as a lamb with fleece as white as snow, and 
a huge Belgian wolf jumping at the lamb’s 
tender throat. “What an ambitious man 
was President Wilson. How eagerty had 
congress waited until Germany was weak, 
and then rushed in to grab the fruits of 
war?’ When this man sat down his hear- 
erm were in a state of rapturous upheaval. 
But scarcely had his voice ceased echoing 
in the air when the second secret service 
man arose. Having complimented the first 
two speeches by the German plotters, he 
said that he thought he represented the 
members tn expressing the judgment that 
the third speaker had made a speech that 
was unrivaled in its statement as to the 
duty of the members toward the kaiser and 
the beloved fatherland. The second secret 
service man, therefore, moved that it be 
the sense of the meeting that the member 
who had just spoken be made secretary of 
the meeting, be custodian of the funds just 
contributed. In five minutes he had al} 
the secrets of the meeting safely lodged in 
the hands of the first secret service man. 
At this point the third representative of the 
government arose and nominated the sec- 
ond secret service speaker, who had just 
taken his seat, as teller to count the funda, 
and in recognition of this man’s gifts the 
teller immediately afterwards appointed the 
third secret service man assistant teller. 
During the next three hours, in the secrecy 
of their own meeting, over twenty prosper- 
ous and influential Germans committed 
themselves against this government. 

About midnight the secretary and the 
two tellers turned over to the two Ger- 
mans who had made the two big speeches 
at the opening of the meeting the entire col- 
lection, which amounted precisely to ———. 
and that sum of thousands stirs our sense 
of wonder. But at half past twelve, as these 
two Germans were entering their hotel, four 
secret service men tapped them on the shoul- 
der and promptly relieved them of the afore- 
mentioned thousands. One of these men is 
now working out his sentence in a south- 
ern penitentiary and the other in a western 
penitentiary. Their sentences were for 28 
years. The other men who defended Ger- 
many and attacked the United: States are 
serving terms—some long and some short. 
It is a proverb that the wicked flee when 
no man pursueth, But Dr. Parkhurst coined 
a striking sentence when he added: “The 
wicked man makes better time in fleeing 
when the righteous secret service man pur- 
sues him with a sharp stick.”

3. Prolonged—many months—of rest in 
the open air, rest in bed if there is fever in 
any part of the day, later on rest in Aa 
steamer or porch chair. This ts indispen- 
sable. 

4. Such medicines and other remedial 
aids as the attending physician may deem 
necessary for the control of symptoms ofr 
conditions arising from time to time. 

Given these four essentials, and the dis- 
ease proceeds to arrest itself. 

Now, why do so many victims of tuber- 
culosis fail to have the disease arrested? 

1. They grow to.imagine they know as 
much as a doctor, and attempt to treat 
themselves. 

2. They seldom, oh so very seldom, un- 
derstand why they should be kept in bed or 
in reclining chair when they feel strong 
enough to be “taking exercise.” And they 
read a lot of pgeudo-science about the im- 
portance of exercise—at the very time when 
absolute. rest is life saving. 

3. They take excessive amounts of milk. 
or eggs, or some alleged concentrated nutri- 
ment, all on their own hook, or worse, on 
the advice of some wiseacre acquaintance 
with no medical training whatever. 

4. They waste good money and precious 
time on all of nostrums, Of course 
no remedy yet discovered can be said to 
cure tuberculosis. Tuberculosis cures itself 
if the patient doesn’t obstruct. 

o They waste their energies and put 
their whole on the gamble of ‘looking for 
a better climate,” whereas the climate is of 
no importance—the question is, how manv 
of the 8,760 hours in the year can the pa- 
tient spend out of doors? 
he lives in the open agtr, 
quicker the cure.

My uncle, who is 59 years old, has what 
the doctors call Parkinson’s disease. Kindly 
tell me whether the health of his wife is in 
any danger—that is, whether the disease is 
communicable.

ANSWER — Parkinson's disease (also 
called paralysis agitans and shaking palsy) 
is not communicable. The cause is not defi- 
nitely known, but it is possibly an impair- 
ment of function on the part of some of the 
ductless glands.

Approximately 17,000 At- 
lantans Eligible to Vote 
for City Officials in July. 


One thousand Atlantans registered 
yesterday for the municipal primary on 
July 10. Monday the books closed and 
the office of Registrar Lucien Harris 
in the Fulton county courthouse, which 
closed at 6 o’clock, was busy all day 
registering the eleventh-hour voters. 
It will be at least ten days before the 
total number of registrants can be list- 
ed and placed in their respective wards 
and the exact number of registrants can 
be ascertained. 

There were between 17,000 and 18,000 
registered before May 4 for the na- 
tional, state and county primaries. The 
city registration is a little lower. Nor- 
mally the city registration is between 
12,000 and 14,000, but the high water 
mark for city registrations was reached 
this year, for it is estimated that the 
number will be approximately 17,000. 

Attorney John Y. Smith was put in 
the race by his friends as a candidate 
for city recorder Monday. Two more 
candidates entered the race for coun- 
cilmen from the fifth ward, and three 
more entered the race for city warden. 

All who paid their taxes last fall 
and who registered before May 4 are 
qualified to vote in the national, state, 
county and city primaries. Those who 
have sent checks to pay their taxes are 
not automatically registered. To reg- 
ister a man must appear in person at 
Mr. Harris’ office and be registered. 

The total number of candidates who 
are |qualified to run for the various 
municipal offices was increased to 45 
by the time the lists closed.

Everything is being put in readi- 
ness at the office of Joel B. Mallet, 
selective service officer for Georgia, in 
preparation for “class one week,” be- 
ginning June 24, when local boards 
throughout the state, in conjunction 
with government appeal agents, will 
begin the work of re-examining the 
questionnaires and other records of 
draft registrants who have been given 
deferred classification. 
This week is to be a nation-wide 
“checking-up” period, and since the 
haste of classification is over and the 
boards may now give careful and seri- 
ous consideration to such cases as they 
were compelled to dispose of hastily at 
a time when multiple duties were given 
them, hundreds of Georgians are ex- 
pected to be moved up from deferred 
classifications to class 1. 
General Crowder’s Position. 
Provost Marshal General Crowder 
has advised Governor Dorsey that when 
the new quota bill for apportioning 
quotas on the strength of class 1 was 
in the military committee and before 
congress for discussion, that the 
strongest argument made against the 
bill was the charge of unfairness in 
basing quotas on class‘l because of the 
inequality of the work of the boards, 
showing wide variance in strength of 
class 1 among counties and other juris- 
dictions where conditions were sub- 
stantially the same. 
He says this argument was met by 
the statement that the war department 
proposed taking corrective procedure, 
nation-wide in its application, for the 
purpose of removing this inequality, 
where it was not justified by unequal 
conditions, and, this, the statement con- 
tinues, can be made most effective by 
revision by ,the local boards, with the 
assistance of government appeal agents 
and members of legal advisory boards. 
Major Mallet is mailing out full in- 
structions to all local boards in Geor- 
gia, so that they may take such pre- 
liminary steps as may be necessary to 
insure immediate co-operation on the 
part of government appeal agents and 
members of legal advisory boards, to 
whom copies of the letter are also being 


sent. 
Government Will Appeal. 


The boards are advised to direct spe- 
cial attention ta Class 2-A, Class 2-B, 
Class 3-A, Class 3-B, Class 3-C and 
Class 4-A. It is stated that hundreds 
of registrants are now in class 4, who 
should be in class 1, or class 2. Gov- 
ernment appeal agents are instructed 


the local boards for the purpose of 
quick action, but they are also in- 
structed to appeal to the district board 
every case where the classification of 
ee board is not convincingly cor- 
rect, 

Under the order from Major Mallet 
the boards are instructed to re-exam- 
ine under the new standards of physical 
examination now being issued by the 
war department, all doubtful cases 
which may have fallen into deferred 
groups, either from the original ex- 
amination by the boards or upon rejec- 
tion after being sent to camp, with 
the particular object of finding men 
physically fit for general military serv- 
ice who may have been placed in one 
of these groups, and of properly re- 
classifying for general and limited mil- 
itary service such men as may hereto- 
fore have been totally rejected or placed 
in the deferred remediable group.

The commencement of the Georgia 
School of Technology, held in the chapel 
on the campus Monday morning, was 
one of the simplest the school has ever 
had.

ers a profit and has encouraged farmers of 
our nation at the earnest solicitation of the 
government, and if our suggestions are 
promptly carried into execution by Presi- 
dent Wilson and the food administration 
it will relieve the potato situation and be 
an act of justice to our farmers in the 
United States and save millions of bushels 
of wheat for the allies.

Georgian in France at his express re-

American army has a sweet tooth and: 


are desirous of getting a greater supply 
of sugar than ig absolutely necessary 
for them, which latter amount is issued 
them by the army. 

If a young American drops into a 
French or British coffee house for a 
steaming cup of the popular beverage 
he is obliged to drink it without the 
usual “three lumps” or “three spoons- 
ful,” as the case may be. And, influ- 
enced by years of living in close prox- 
imity with the jam and cake pantry, 
the young American is cheated out of 
half the pleasure of his cup. 

Whereas, if he had several lumps of 
Sugar handy in his pocket he can drop 
one or two into the drink and proceed 
to dream of home without being inter- 
rupted by the bitter taste that accom- 
panies an unsweetened cup of coffee. 

Don't attempt, however, to surprise 
him with a little package of sugar, for 
the government has rules for its parcel 
Post delivery to men overseas, and it 
would simply be another case of s0 
much “sweetness wasted on the desert 
air.’” : 

First write him and ask if he would 
like such a gift, and make it clear that 
he must in his return answer spe- 
cifically the request that sugar be sent 
him. Then attach the request to the 
package of sugar and address it to 
him in care the expeditionary forces. 

Don’t try to stock him with sugar for 
a year, and don’t use the granulated 
kind.

|STRONG RISES SCORED 
| AT NEW ORLEANS 


New Orleans, June 10.—Strong rises 
were scored by the new crop months in 
the cotton market today on complaints of 
too much rain in the belt and the grow- 
ing scarcity of labor. July, in contrast t- 
its recent strength, dragged behind the new 
crops and gave the market an, irregular 
appearance. Last prices for the day were 
21 points off, net, on July and 44 to 47 
points up, net, on the new crop months. 
In the trading around the opening there 
was a general rise of 10 to 12 points, but 
moderately heavy selling met this small 
bulge and a quick reaction carried the 
market six to thirty-six points under the 
close of Saturday. July made the widest 
loss and the selling apparently was due 
in a large measure to liquidation of long 
contracts. The wet weather shown on the 
map, the forecast of more rainy weather 
for the eastern belt and private accounts of 
too much rain falling in many localities 
combined with reports from all sectiofis of 
the cotton region that the supply of labor 
was extremely small, created a buying 
wave on which the new crop months rose 
strongty until they were 46 to 50 points 
over Saturday’s finals.

“IT swear before God that the things 


‘- I tell you are true.” So spoke Rita 


Jolivet, famous French actress and 
eurvivor of the Lusitania, at Loew’s 
Grand theater yesterday afternoon 
and night. She was standing on the 
stage, just after the awe-stricken 
thousands in the audience had wit- 
messed the terrible scenes in the sen- 
sational film, “Lest We Forget,” which 
depicts the sinking of that great liner 
and trun atrocities on land and sea. 

Dressed in a simple blue costume, 
the international star told in simple 
language the story of Hun barbarism 
that she has seen and known, her 
addresses formally launching the war 
savings campaign in Atlanta. 

“As I clung to the edge of a life raft, 
just after the Lusitania had sunk,” she 
said, “I saw the body of a beautiful 


‘woman, the wife of an English major, 


float slowly past on the swell. In 
her-arms she held the body of her 
8-year-old boy, a curly-headed, dimple- 
cheeked little rascal, that every one on 
board had loved. The child was dead, 
also. The little mouth, so lovable and 
@0 sweet, was twisted into a grimace of 
pain, and as I looked at the dead bodies 
my eyes glimpsed beyond the slowly 
disappearing periscope of U-53.”’ 
French Women in Trenches. 

Miss Jolivet paused here and seemed 
to gather her strength and to control 
came 
back to her. Then she went on: 

“My brother is a member of the fa- 
mous French regiment. ‘The’ Blue 
Devils,’” she continued. “One day he 
went ‘over the top’ with his regiment 
and they captured several lines of Ger- 
man trenches. In the first trench they 
found seven French women, kept there 
by force by the Germans. Three were 
dead,, and the soldiers of France wept 
and prayed as they fought, that the 
remaining four might die soon, It 
would have been tender mercy to have 
killed them, but they died at last, 
thanks to a kindly God.” 


$7,170 Is Raised. 

The emotions of the audience Mon- 
day night found an outlet when Miss 
Jolivet called on every person in the 
house to buy war savings stamps to 
help avenge the murder of these men, 
women and children, and in the brief 
period of twenty minutes, pledge cards 
totaling $7,170 for this purpose were in 
the hands of the committee. 

Pledges ranged from $5 to the limit 
—one thousand dollars. This sum was 
subscribed in two pledges of $500 each 
by Harry J. Cohen, business manager 
of the Metro Film Corporation of New 
York city. Walter P. Andrews bought 
$125 worth, then reeonsidéred and 
raised his: subscription to $200. 

At the conclusion of Miss Jolivet’s 
stirring appeal, she was presented with 
a large basket of flowers and two huge 
shower bouquets. She announced that 
who bought a $5 thrift 


stamp she would give a blossom from 
one of the bouquets. From every part 
of the house her proposal was taken 
instantly, and as fast as she could pass 
out blossoms she received in exchange 
pledges to throttle German kultur— 
not all $5 pledges, but some $100 and 
many more $50 and $25. :

At 7 o’clock she 
spoke in the interest of the war sav- 
ings campaign, in front of the Flatiron 
building on Peachtree.
